Tunney criticizes Nixon 
Dollar drops to new low 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)— The Nixon Administration 
is drawing a “ curtain of fear and cloak of McCarthyism 
over the Bill of Rights.’' asserts Sen. John V. Tunney, D- 
Calif. 
As an example during a speech Thursday; the senator 
cited an executive order expanding the Subversive Acti­ 
vities Control Board, which he said should be abolished. 
He also contended at a news conference the board 
should not have the power to designate organizations and 
individuals it believes are un-American. 
“ If the board asks people to come before it, that mere 
fact means they are suspect and this smacks of 
McCarthyism,” 
Tunney 
told 
a 
news 
conference, 
referring to the late Sen. Joseph McCarthy of Wisconsin. 
Tunney held that President Nixon’s order to the board 


might make it a “ powerful censor of the voluntary 
associations which American citizens, and government 
employes in particular, may join.” 
Before the San Francisco Bar Association, the senator 
talked of what he called “ the politicized and panicked 
call for law and order” and deplored “ the concept of 
preventive detention which presumes a man guilty until 
found innocent.” 


“ I am sure that all of us share a common concern over 
the sometimes slow process of justice in America,” he 
said. “ I am sure that we all share concern for crowded 
court calendars and an overworked bench. But the 
answers to these and other courtroom problems is an 
administrative one. not a theoretical or political one.”

The dollar plunged today to a new low of 3.3735 marks 
at one stage, compared with the previous day’s low of 
3.3880 marks —the worst dollar showing against the 
German currency in 22 years. 


The Dutch guilder, which was also “ floated” during 
the May currency crisis, today attracted operators 
switching from dollars. One result was that despite the 
strength of the British pound against the U.S. dollar, both 
the German and Dutch currencies cost more in sterling

122mm rockets were fired at AlDha

said many of the shells fell outside 
the fortifications at both bases. 
Field reports said about 10 122mm 
rockets were fired at Fire Base 
Charlie 1. southwest of Alpha 2, 
early this morning, and a ground 
attack was launched at Cam Lo.

Northern Ireland 
breaks relations 
with Irish Republic 


BELFAST,

Faulkner said today his government

no longer deal with the 
government of the Irish Republic. 
“ No further attempt by us to deal 
with the present Dublin government 
is possible,” Faulkner told a news 
conference. 
Faulkner denounced Irish Prim e 
Minister Jack Lynch for calling for 
a 
new 
government 
in 
Northern 
Ireland and accused him of backing 
the outlawed Irish Republican Army 
(IRA) in seeking the downfall of 
Faulkner’s administration. 
Northern Ireland has held the IRA 
largely responsible for five days of 
street fighting that has killed 25 
persons, wounded scores more and 
left areas of Belfast and other cities 
a burned-out shambles. 
“ Indeed. Mr. Lynch now clearly 
c o m m its 
h im s e lf 
an d 
h is 
government to support by political 
means 
what the 
IRA 
seeks to 
achieve by 
violent 
means —the 
overthrow of the Northern Ireland 
government,” Faulkner said. 
Faulkner said the IRA had a “ safe 
haven” in the Irish Republic. 
His 
co m m en ts 
followed 
a 
preliminary 
statement 
rejecting 
Lynch s demand that he abolish his 
government. 
Shortly 
after 
Faulkner spoke, 
British troops in Londonderry killed 
a youth after they came under 
sniper fire near the Roman Catholic 
district of Bogside. A .38-caliber 
pistol was found beside the young 
m an’s bodv.

in Northern Ireland since Faulkner 
announced Monday the government

cabinet. 


Faulkner replied saying he would 
answer 
Lynch

later after studying his remarks. 


“ I will content myself with saying 
now that I find neither its tone nor 
its content at all helpful 
in a 
situation where the prime need is to 
protect democratic methods against 
rule of the gun.” Faulkner said. 


“ I did hope—but it appears in 
vain—for firm action against the 
organization which is preventing the 
peaceful development of Northern 
Irelan d ,” 
Faulkner 
said. 
His 
reference was to the illegal Irish 
Republican 
Army 
(IRA) 
which 
seeks 
to 
force 
reunification 
of 
Northern Ireland with the Irish 
Republic. 


The years of violence in Northern 
Ireland 
are 
the 
result 
of 
the 
contention of the Roman Catholic 
minority that the mostly Protestant 
government discriminates against 
Catholics, 
particularly 
in 
jobs, 
housing 
and 
voting. 
The 
six 
Northern counties that make up 
Northern Ireland were severed from 


the rest of Ireland in 1920 and the 
area remains under British rule. 


At his news conference. Lynch 
said 
in Dublin: 
“The Stormont 
(Northern Ireland) regime, which 
has consistently repressed the non- 
unionist 
population 
and 
bears 
responsibility for recurring violence 
in the Northern community, must be 
brought to an end.” But Lynch made 
clear he felt violence was not the 
way to do it. In London, government 
sources said Lynch's proposal would 
not be acceptable to the British 
government. 


The violence in Belfast Thursday 
was not as bad as earlier in the week 
but the terror tactics took a new 
form. Four gunmen burst into two 
homes in the middle class Malone 
Road area, until now unaffected by 
the riots. They ordered all the 
householders into the street and set 
fire to their homes.

Goleta Union School District president, says he "wasn't 
surprised” when the county supervisors didn’t take action 
on his recent request that his Goleta Valley yards be 
approved as a preserve. 
Instead, the supervisors quietly referred — without 
discussion — the request to the county agricultural 
preserve advisory committee. 
The 
supervisors

recommendation from the advisory committee to include 
small, five - acre economic farm units within preserves, 
provided a group of such contiguous properties file at the 
same time to set up a prime acreage preserve of 40 acres or 
more. 
This opens the door for flower raisers, and greenhouse 
operators, in Carpinteria Valley to apply for preserves, 
Christiansen said. He said he feels urban homeowners 
deserve to get in on the tax break program, too. with yards 


planted in flowers and containing gardens. It is the urban 
homeowner who will be "making up” for the decline in 
property taxes to result from the burgeoning farm preserve 
program, he said. 
"At this time, the standards for preserves are not only 
being lowered, they are being removed, and I would think 
every homeowner would want to apply for similar 
benefits,” said Christiansen. He added he felt the advisory 
committee is not any more inclined to grant front and 
backyard preserves than the supervisors. 
County supervisors were surprised earlier this week to 
hear a deputy county counsel launch an attack against 
extending the preserve program to include five - acre farm 
parcels which will admit small citrus, avocado and flower - 
raising operations. 
Melbourne 
Weddle, of the county counsel's office, a 
member of the advisory committee, revealed he was the 
only member of the committee against it. He said, 
however, he felt such action would tend to destroy the farm 
preserve program. Supervisors adopted the view of the 
majority of the committee, however, and voted to allow tax 
breaks for the smaller units which can qualify.

Soviets learn naval lessons well 


By TOM CULLEN 


ANKARA, Turkey—(NEA) 
—Every time there is a crisis 
in the Middle East, Russian 
submarines 
suddenly 
sur­ 
face in the M editerranean 
like hungry sharks attracted 
by a shipwreck. 


This 
happened 
in 
1967 
during the six-day war. It 
happened again last autum n 
when 
King 
Hussein’s Jor­ 
danian army clashed with 
Palestine guerrillas. 


An American naval com­ 
mander attached to NATO 
describes it this way: “At 
the height of the crisis in 
Jordan there were so many 
warships 
in 
the 
Mediter­ 
ranean, American and Rus­ 
sian, that you could walk 
from Turkey to Egypt with­ 
out getting your feet wet. 


The dangers of a strong 
Soviet naval presence in the 
Mediterranean at moments 
of international crisis are 
o b v i o u s , the comm ander 
points out. Russian nuclear 
submarines in p a r t i c u l a r 
t h r e a t e n NATO’s lines of 
communication, as do the 
Soviet c r u i s e r s that are 
equipped with s u r f a c e - t o - 
surface missiles. 


The U.S. naval o f f i c e r 
sketches 
in 
the 
historical 
background as follows: 


“The em ergence of the So­ 
viet Union as a M editerran­ 
ean 
seapower 
dates from 
1964. Before then only the 
occasional Soviet cruiser or 
destroyer was to be seen this 
side of the Black Sea. 


“S t a l i n b a s e d all his 
s t r a t e g y on a ‘Fortress 
Russia’ policy, regarded the 
Soviet navy merely as an 
extension of the Red arm y. 


“It was not until the Cu­ 
ban missile crisis of 1962 
that the Russians woke up to 
the importance of seapower.” 


The Russians have learned 
their lesson well. Today, al- 
t h o u g h the Soviet Union 
s p e n d s roughly the same 
amount on defense as does 
the United States, it is out­ 


building America in ships on 
a 9-to-l ratio. 


Furtherm ore, the Soviet 
navy is more modern than 
the American. Ninety per 
cent of the 
1,575 vessels 
which comprise the Soviet 
navy are less than 15 years 
old, whereas half of A m er­ 
ica’s naval vessels are over 
20 years old. 
In the M editerranean the 
Russians operate at squad­ 
ron strength with a two-star 
admiral as flag officer. Their 
num bers have grown from 
eight ships in 1964 to 49 in 
1969, with a peak of 72 ships 
recorded in April, 1970. A 
better idea of their strength 
can be gathered from the 
fact that the num ber of ship- 
operating days logged by the 
Soviets in the M editerranean 
has increased from 700 in 
1964 to 17,000 in 1970. 


This growth 
has led to 
traffic c o n g e s t i o n in th e 
Mediterranean. The British 
carrier Ark Royal not long 
ago collided with a Soviet 
guided missile destroyer and 
several Red seam en had to 
be fished from the drink. 


American naval officers I 
have talked to complain of 
reckless seamanship on the 
part of the Russians. It is not 
uncommon for a Soviet ves­ 
sel to bear down on A m eri­ 
can ships refueling at sea, 
the naval e q u i v a l e n t of 
“buzzing” a plane in midair. 


Russian ships quite b ra ­ 
zenly “s h a d o w ” the big 
American carriers, the For- 
restal and the Roosevelt, and 
during NATO m aneuvers So­ 
viet spy ships are thick on 
the scene. 
Comparisons 
of 
Russian 
and American strength in 
the M editerranean are mis­ 
leading owing to the differ­ 
ing roles each country a s­ 
signs to its fleet. The U.S. 
Sixth 
Fleet 
has 
extensive 
lines of communication to 
protect, w hereas the Soviet 
s q u a d r o n has none, can 
therefore concentrate on de­ 
fensive missions. 
The Soviet squadron in­ 


cludes eight to 10 subm a­ 
rines, some of which are n u ­ 
clear and fire Polaris-type 
missiles; eight to 10 cruisers 
and destroyers with conven­ 
tional guns; three cruisers 
equipped with l o n g - r a n g e 
surface-to-su rface missiles. 
In addition, the Soviet heli­ 
copter carrier “Leningrad” 
has been operating in the 
M e d i t e r r a n e a n for three 
months and is the object of 
intense American interest. 
The 
Soviet weakness 
is 
their lack of an effective air 
component and of logistic 
support in the shape of re ­ 
pair and overhaul facilities. 
Since the Soviet naval air 
force is shore-based in the 
Black Sea, it must run the 
g a n t l e t of NATO air de­ 
fenses in order to attack 
Allied shipping in the Medi­ 
terranean. The lack of logis­ 
tic support restricts Russian 
freedom to operate at long 
distances from their eastern 
M editerranean bases. 
Conversely, the U.S. Sixth 
F leet’s trum p card is its air 
suprem acy in the M editer­ 
ranean. The Sixth Fleet con­ 
sists of two task forces built 
around the attack carriers, 
the Forrestal and the Roose­ 
velt, each of which has a 
com plem ent of from 75 to 90 
supersonic jet fighters and 
reconnaissance aircraft. In 
addition to the carriers, each 
task group consists of one 
c r u i s e r , eight destroyers 
and two or th ree subm arines 


operating in an anti-subma­ 
rine search role. 
W ith the exception of the 
logistics 
ships, 
the 
entire 
U.S. 
S i x t h Fleet 
is ear­ 
m arked for NATO, and can 
come u n d e r NATO com­ 
mand at the direction of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
W hat has somewhat re ­ 
dressed the strategic balance 
in the M editerranean is Rus­ 
sia’s 
acquisition 
of 
naval 
bases in Egypt and Syria. 
The Russians have t a k e n 
over the Egyptian ports of 
Alexandria and Port Said 
and m ade them their own. 
T o d a y Russian worships 


are to be found strung out 
along the M editerranean lit­ 
toral from Mers-le-Kebir in 
Algeria to the Syrian port of 
I^atakia in the west. They 
use these ports for minor re- 
p a i r s , replenishm ent and 
crew rest. In addition, there 
are at least six sheltered an­ 
chorages used by the Soviets 
three miles offshore in in­ 
ternational waters. 


Firmly e n t r e n c h e d in 
Egypt, 
the 
Russians need 
only await the reopening of 
the Suez Canal to realize 
their centuries-old dream of 
free access to the Indian 
Ocean and the rich oil lands 
of the Persian Gulf. 


The Soviets have learned 
well the lesson propounded 
by U.S. Adm. Alfred Thayer 
Mahan over half a century 
ago: He who controls the sea 
controls the land masses as 
well.

W A S H IN G T O N -(N E A )- 
Thomas Thompson, 21 years 
old, has just returned from 
the w ar in Vietnam as an un­ 
counted casualty who has a 
wound that can’t be seen. 
He has been kicked out of 
the Army. 
What he did was break the 
rules. As a front-line combat 
soldier, early this year, he 
becam e d e p r e s s e d to the 
point of not thinking and not 
caring. He felt it was wrong 
for him to be fighting while 
others like him, back home, 
were not. He felt he was be­ 
ing picked on, not only by 
the military in general, but 
by his own unit in particu­ 
lar. So he went AWOL, for 
six weeks, to brood. 
He didn’t hurt anyone. He 
didn’t steal anything. But he 
erred too seriously for the 
Army to forgive. And he was 


“ gotten rid of” for the good 
of the service. 
“ U.D.” 
Undesirable discharge. 
And so now, for him, the 
world is m ade of ice. “ I keep 
moving but I don’t get no­ 
w here.” He has b e c o m e 
somebody for the local po­ 
lice to keep their eyes on. 
He is not officially eligible 
for any of the f e d e r a l l y 
“ g u a r a n t e e d ” benefits for 
veterans. And whenever he 
tries to get a job, as he says 
he does every day, the fore­ 
m an looks at his papers, 
head shaking, and says in a 
tone that would freeze Flor­ 
ida: “ Sorry, we don’t have 
anything available for your 
kind.” 


not be readily labeled. The 
public 
idea 
that anything 
other than an “ honorable” 
military discharge is con­ 
temptible is inaccurate and 
often, damaging. 
Last year, according to 
the D e p a r t m e n t of De­ 
fense, 
1,156,558 men were 
d i s c h a r g e d from military 
duty. Of these, 54,502 were 
released u n d e r conditions 
“ other than h o n o r a b l e . ” 
This doesn’t mean, however, 
they were all creepy craw l­ 
ers. 
The s e r v i c e s have five 
forms of discharge. Honor­ 
able, general, 
undesirable, 
bad conduct and dishonor­ 
able. Only the latter pair are 
punitive; 
they 
usually 
in­ 
volve felonious wrongdoing 
and comprise only a tiny m i­ 
nority (4,049 last year) of all 
military releases. The other 
discharges are all adminis­ 
trative. This means they are 
n o n j u d i c i a l , or catch-all. 
Ergo, a m an can be released 
on the general or undesir­ 
able c l a u s e for such “ of­ 
fenses” as being a homosex­ 
ual, taking part in political 
activism, or, as is by now 
well known, smoking m ari­ 
juana. 


Thus it should be clear 
that a man with a less than 
h o n o r a b l e discharge isn't 
necessarily a baddie. 


Understandably, T h o m a s 
T h o m p s o n is again de­ 
pressed. But this time, per­ 
haps, with more justifica­ 
tion. “ I don’t like all this 
talk about my ‘kind,’ ” he 
says. “ I did wrong, maybe, 
but that don’t m ean I’m any 
‘kind,’ like a crook or some­ 
thing.” 
H e’s right of course. If 
f a i r n e s s is the criterion. 
Thompson’s “ kind” 
should 


As it is, however, much of 
the public feels otherwise. It 
is no secret that a “ shamed 
soldier” has an uphill time 
of it in the nation. Em ploy­ 
ers often withhold jobs be­ 
cause “ we don’t want any­ 
b o d y the A r m y doesn’t 
w ant.” Landlords hesitate to 
rent living quarters for the 
sam e reason. Depending on 
the severity of his discharge 
reason, a drummed-out sol­ 
dier is not classified as a 
veteran by the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration, is not eligible 
for disability benefits from 
the military, will not be ac­ 
cepted for membership in 
most civic-fraternal organ­ 
izations, and in the overall 
is e f f e c t i v e l y locked out 


from any sympathetic pub­ 
lic sentiment. 


“ I’ll tell you how bad it is 
for m e,” says a sad-faced 
Thompson. “ I ain’t even had 
the guts to tell my dad about 
the discharge yet. Like, he 
was in World War II, and 


that kind of thing. If he knew 
about me, he’d kick me out 
of the house.” 


As harsh and (often) un­ 
justified as the public atti­ 
tude is t o w a r d men like 
Thompson, it is not likely to 
change anytime soon. Oh, 
there is some movement for 
f a i r n e s s : Some few men 
within the Veterans Admin­ 
istration are quietly working 
toward r e l a x a t i o n of the 
VA ban against shamed sol­ 
diers, and new rules are be­ 
ing written to help men dis­ 
charged from s e r v i c e for 
narcotics involvement. 


But in the main the pub­ 
lic’s hard attitude remains 
stiff. With all the current 
congressional interest in vet­ 
erans, for instance, there is 
no hint of extending any 
rights to vets with black dis­ 
charges. 
Says an aide to 
Sen. Alan C r a n s t o j i (D- 
Calif ): “The public wouldn’t 
stand still for it. Neither 
would the veterans groups. 
The idea prevails that if a 
man can’t get clean m arks 
in service, he doesn’t de 
serve help.” 


Therefore, back to Thomas 
Thompson, at age 21 a man 
on the o u t s i d e of oppor­ 
tunity. He doesn’t deserve 
help9 He’s a former soldier 
wno in many instances of 
combat, gave the nation the 
best he could give. He's a 
young man who before he 
entered the Army was never 
in any serious trouble. He’s 
a worried human being who 
wants to get married, to get 
a job and live in some secu­ 
rity. G r a n t e d he made a 
mistake. But it still will be 
cruel, if usual, to condemn 
him for it forever.

Brewer rookies, 
Yale coaches

NEW YORK (U P I) —There are ballplayers and there are 
ballplayers. 
Then there's a young man like Rob Ellis. He's a ballplay­ 
er. too, and he seems to have major league stamped all 
over him despite the fact he's in the minors now with 
Evansville of the American Association. 
Rob Ellis is out of Grand Rapids, Mich., and more 
recently out of Michigan State. As one of the outstanding 
college players in the country he was the Milwaukee 
Brewers' No. 1 draft choice two months ago and after they 
signed him they immediately installed him in their lineup. 
He played in 34 games for the Brewers, tailed off to .206 
after a pretty fair start, and then was called in on July 27 
and told by manager Dave Bristol he was being optioned to 
Evansville. 
Now nine out of 10 players you give that kind of news 
come back with some kind of beef. Rob Ellis, who had got a 
nice hunk of change for signing, could’ve argued the same 
way a lot of players do, that there were others on the club 
hitting less than he was. 
He didn't do that. What he did instead was thank Dave 
Bristol for his patience. Then he sat down and wrote a letter 
to Allan “ Bud” Selig. the Brewers' president, thanking him 
also for the opportunity he had received. 
“ I know the Brewers will be a championship team some 
day and I will be part of it," Ellis wrote. "I'll be back 
soon.'' 
Del Crandall, the Evansville manager, knows his new 
third baseman only a short while but likes him 


“ He's very serious and works exceptionally hard. 
Crandall says. “ I don't think he expects anybody to give 
him anything. He wants to earn it. I like his approach. ” ... 
CarfGarrett, the New England Patriots' running back, 
has a good approach, too, and that's why they were so 
happy to have him back when that Duane Thomas deal with 
Dallas came to look like a balloon somebody had just stuck 
a pin into. 
Garrett was one of the three players the Pats sent to 
Dallas for Thomas, and if nobody else knew he was coming 
back to Boston before he left the girl at United Airlines 
certainly had a hunch.

Bowie Kuhn's critics forget one big thing 
When the players’ agreement was negotiated last year, 
the major league owners blithely gave away a good portion 
of the commissioner’s rights to maintain absolute 
discipline over the players. The owners themselves tied 
Kuhn’s hands. 
Kuhn is damned if he does and damned if he doesn t. If he 
sides with the players, the owners climb all over him. and if 
he sides with the owners, Marvin Miller does. Kuhn has no 
picnic, even at $150,000 a year. He gets 24 divergent 
opinions from men with heavy financial investments and 
each of the 24 owners feel the game should be run his 
particular way. 
The only thing I'd tell Bowie Kuhn is not to be so stiff and 
pompous. He ought to relax, mix with the boys and let his 
hair down more After all, this thing is only a game Or it 
used to be anyway. That was always the best thing about 
baseball. ... 
Now that the football season is nearly upon us you can 
expect to hear from the coaches. Some have a way of crying 
before they’re hurt. Not many are like the late Herman 
Hickman, who coached at Yale among other places and also 
was something of a philosopher.

8-The Hated Fluff 


Nobody goes through life 
without occasionally fluffing 
a short shot to the green- 
dubbing it weakly short of 
the target. But there are a 
couple of tips that can help 
you cut these misses to a 
minimum. 
First, choke down on the 
club, grip it farther from the 
top so that you don’t have as 


much club to control. After 
all, you’re only going to hit 


the shot 20 or 30 yards at the

G A I N E S V I L L E ,

(N E A )—Bill W eyer lives in 
a w ing of the local V eterans 
H ospital w hich m any of the 
patients good-naturedly call 
the “Crazy W ard.’’ 


But not B ill W eyer. 


H e’s not crazy. 


“ It’s just n erv es,’’ he says, 
looking down at his feet. “ I 
don’t 
know 
w hat 
it’s 
all 
about. I just can ’t seem to 
be natural or really calm 
any m ore.” 


W eyer, age 22, a V ietnam 
v e t e r a n , has been under 
m inim um psychiatric treat­ 
m ent here for two m onths. 
It is a boring, confusing and 
even em b arrassin g exp eri­ 
ence. Nobody w ants to adm it 
having troubles with their 
nerves. L east of all a fellow 
who 
has 
never 
had 
such 
problem s before. B efore the 
w ar, that is. 


As a spirited, athletic kid 
in Orlando, the only nerve 
problem B ill W eyer encoun­ 
tered w as how to work up 
the m oxie to ask a girl to the 
the m o v i e s . He ran with 
stout fellow s, got passable 
grades in school, liked to 
tinker with old cars. He w as 
a m em ber of the now gen­ 
eration, but not very m uch. 
He wore his hair clipped, his 
chin bare, and his clothes 
w ere casu al w ithout being 
funky. 


“I w as happy,” he says. 
“ I w as alw ays a happy kid.” 


nounce. Lai Khe, Tan San 
Nhut, Quang Tri. He had not 
thought m uch about the war, 
he had read even less, and 
he did not appreciate being 
asked to attend. But he w as 
not the type to dodge or run. 
So when he received notice 
he w as a b o u t to be con­ 
scripted, he volunteered for 
service in the Arm y. B asic 
training, advanced infantry 
training—then the war. 


“I w as an M-60 m achine 
gunner,” he rem em bers. “ I 
o p e r a t e d the w eapons on 
personnel 
carriers. 
I 
was 
with an outfit (5th M echan­ 
ized Infantry) that stayed in 
the field a lot. We w ere up 
below the DMZ. I think I got 
into the base cam p m aybe 
nine, ten tim es during my 
whole year there. Most of 
the tim e I w as out in the 
boondocks with the rest of 
the unlucky s.o .b .s.” 


V i e t n a m w as 
for Bill 
W eyer, as it is for m ost G I’s, 
extrem ely 
unpleasant. 
But 
for him even m ore so. He 
says he did not understand 
all the political beefs, so did 
not sit around and gloom 
over the im m orality of his 
being w here he w as. “ I kept 
m y mouth shut,” he says. “ I 
did m y job and I just kept 
m y m outh shut.” 


Perhaps that w as a m is­ 
take. P e r h a p s if he had 
veiled 
and 
scream ed 
and 
kicked all the w ay into every 
c o m b a t , as som e GIs in 
V i e t n a m have done, he 
would not have knotted up 
so m uch inside. As it w as, 
saying nothing, he had little 


release from his fears and 
angers. The only thing on 
which he could relieve his 
t o r m e n t w as the enem y, 
which he took to be every­ 
body, even civilians, in V iet­ 
nam. 


“The people over there, 
they didn’t give a dam n I 
was there to help fight their 
war. 
They wouldn’t fight, 
they c h e a t e d us. I hated 
them . I wouldn’t even touch 
the girls. Other guys would 
get prostitutes or take out 
the hootch m aids but I never 
did. I w as alw ays afraid to. 
I hated the people so much 
1 w as afraid I’d get a girl 
and bust her or som ething. 
That’s the w ay I felt about 
them .” 


In tim e, the y o u n g GI 
learned that the V ietnam ese 
w ere 
not the only 
people 
who did not appreciate his 
sacrifices in the war. When 
he returned home, he found 
his own people, his own na­ 
tion, w as equally apathetic. 
There w ere no parades in 
Orlando to w e l c o m e him 
back. Few had known, in 
fact, he had even been gone. 


“ I rem em ber trying to buy 
a new car. But the bank 
wouldn’t give m e the loan 
unless I had m y parents c o ­ 
sign the contract. Now, I 
had proven m yself a m an in 
V ietnam —but nobody cared. 
They wouldn’t even let m e 
buy a car by m y self.” 


W eyer tried to scare up 
old friends, only to find they 
had d i s a p p e a r e d . He re­ 
turned to the haunts of his 
vouth, but discovered they 


w ere controlled by a new 
group of kids with which he 
couldn’t identify. He found, 
in s h o r t , the world had 
c h a n g e d , passed him by 
m aybe, and he w as on the 
outside looking in. 
A job? Sure. For $1.80 an 
hour, tops, and no future. “ I 
didn’t risk m y neck for the 
country to com e back here 
and sweep a broom for the 
rest of m y d ays.” 
And so Bill W eyer d evel­ 
oped his nerves. 
His 
girl 
friend abandoned him. His 
best friend died of leukem ia. 
He started in with the acid 
scene, he “ turned to G od,” 
anything, everything, but he 
found out sadly that it w as 
all a losing cause. 


One night, with a friend, 
having a beer, things caught 
up with the V ietnam vet­ 
eran. “ I just went out of m y 
head is a ll.” He grabbed up 
his old fatigue uniform and 
ripped off the buttons “like I 
w as killing the gooks again ,” 
and m ade such a com m otion 
that, he says, it took 12 po­ 
licem en to collar and quiet 
him. 


And that is how Bill W eyer 
w o u n d up in the “Crazy 
W ard” 
at 
the 
G ainesville 
Veterans Hospital. And that 
is why he spends his hours 
now wondering what in hell 
has happened to him. “They 
keep m e doped up in here, or 
they com e around and talk ,” 
he says, perplexed, his face 
tight. “ But it doesn’t really 
help m uch. My nerves are 
all shot. E ver since the war. 
I’ve just been all m ixed up.”

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Indian dilemmas 


As part of recent “ Super Sesqui ' festivities in 
Cleveland. Ohio, celebrating the 175th anniversary of the 
city's founding, the 1796 landing of Connecticut surveyor 
MosesCleavelandonthe banks of the then nonflammable 
Cuyahoga River was re-enacted 
To add color and authenticity to the proceedings, a 
number of local citizens of Indian descent were asked to 
dress up in costume and act as a welcoming committee 
Along with paint and feathers, however, these Indians 
carried protest signs denouncing all the white m an’s 
works from Chief Wahoo. symbol of the Cleveland 
Indians, to the massacre at Wounded Knee. 
We might be 175 years too late.' shouted Russell 
Means, a leader of the Cleveland American Indian 
Movement, “ but we re imposing an immigration law. Go 
back 
The Indian is a lot more than 175 years too late. He 
missed his chance at Plymouth Rock, or even 1492 would 
not have been too early to impose an immigration law 
against the European invaders. 
Since the past cannot be changed, the Indian is 
increasingly/ striving to grasp the present in his own 
hands in order to shape the future. 
"The aim of Red. or Indian. Power — the right of 
Indians to be tree ot colonialist rule and to run their own 
affairs, with security for their lands and rights — is the 
major theme of contemporary Indian affairs,” writes 
Alvin M. Josephy Jr., an authority on Indian and Western 
Amet ican history 
The statistics that describe the situation among 
Indians 
reservation Indians, that is — fully justify the 
militancy. 
For instance, the Indian’s average life span is only 44 
years, and infant mortality is three tunes the national 


In the meantime by Ray McCuen

average. His average yearly income is $1,500, half the 
national poverty level Unemployment ranges from 40 to 
70 per cent Forty-two per cent of Indian schoolchildren 
drop out before finishing school, almost double the 
national average. The suicide rate among Indian teen­ 
agers is three times the national rate, and alcoholism is 
rampant. 
Yet while the Indian never spoke to the white man with 
a forked tongue, such statistics represent a kind of 
double standard of thinking. 


On the one hand, militant Indians denounce the 
materialism ot the white man and his degradation of the 
environment, yet m easure their own standard of living in 
white m an’s terms. (What was the Indian’s average life 
expectancy before the coming of the white man'.’ ) 
On the one hand, the Indian decries — quite rightly — 
the near-genocide of his race and the near-destruction of 
his culture by the white man, vet m easures his progress, 
or lack of it, in such term s as the unemployment or 
dropout rate. 


This is the real predicament of the Indian. He wants to 
preserve his identity and what remains of his culture and 
ancient life style and to live decently. Yet to do so he 
must at least partly enter the white world, partly accept 
the white man s values and become part white himself — 
unless he is willing to grub out an existence on a 
reservation as a ward of the federal government, and 
more and more Indians are not willing. 
But there is some consolation in the tact that the white 
man is also becoming part Indian in his belated concern 
for the environment and his new-found realization of 
what the Indian always knew — that man is a creature, 
not the m aster, of nature.

Indeed, the whole m aster strategy 
of the Nixon administration has long 
been built upon an awareness that 
the President has little chance of 
doing much at the polls in the urban 
east and must rely upon a mural 
made up of the bulk of the southern 
electoral votes — notably those of 
Texas — plus the middle west and

The President’s great need of 
Texas for next year’s election has,

His equally urgent requirement to 
hold California has been spelled out 
more recently — in the decision to 
hold the 1972 Republican National 
Convention in San Diego.

election were held tomorrow Mr. 
Nixon probably would lose the state. 
Beyond all this, however, lies the 
ultimate meaning of the threat now 
openly posed by Wallace. While he is 
denouncing the administration for 
school integration policies he calls 
too 
h arsh 
(and 
the 
lib eral 
Republicans 
are 
simultaneously 
assailing them as too soft), the core 
of the Wallace challenge is in the 
economic field. No man in the 


country could more adroitly exploit 
unemployment. For Wallace is only 
superficially a race-issue politician: 
at bottom he is an old-fashioned 
populist, appealing not so much to 
the color as to the thin pocketbooks 
of the lower economic classes. 
The man who got some 10 million 
votes from within those classes in 
the presidential election of 1968 
would, on dispassionate analysis, be 
likely to reach or excel that level in 
1972 unless an economic miracle 
should meantime befall. 
So when Wallace says, as he has 
just done, that “only a meaningful 
change of direction in the Nixon 
administration or the Democratic 
party would cause him not to enter 
the 
field 
next 
year, 
the 
most 
reasonable conclusion, especially in 
the present circumstances, is that 
he really means it. Of course, it 
could be argued that he is really 
only 
holding 
a 
stick 
over 
the 
President's head — but the Nixon 
administration cannot and certainly 
will not risk putting the m atter in 
this relatively rosy light. 
“ Meani ngf ul

Wallace’s definition — that is to say,
